This year, students who are 
under 18 yeara of age and were 
previously con.«idcrcd inelii^iblc, ■ 
will be permitted to give blood 
if thev nave a note from their 
parent or guardian. It is hoped 
that the students in this category 
will take, advantage of this new 
regulation and help McGill to 
reach its objective of 3,000 pints.

Beyond Marieville begins a ten mile length of incredibly fer< 
tile land —, the center.' of Quebec's apple farming... T^vo towns. mark 
the limits of this land. First is Rougeihont, glorious neither to 
God nor to autumn. For the inliabitants surround themselves (and 
wish to surround their interlopers) with the gaudy tcolours of dyed 
sheep skins. But not; much further is St: Paul dlAbbotsford rightly 
celebrated for ils name and its fruit stalls. Here also, if one 
knows one who knows, one may celebrate autumn with good local - 
cider. And here I shall leave you, for I must look for one who .

Judo Proves Interesting 



The word Judo means, "Way 
' of Gentleness", and as such was 
developed martial arts of Japan 
by Dr. Jigoro Kano; '^Hls object 
was' . to select from the older 
schools of -Ju-Jitsu, those, tech- 
niques which could be safely in- 
corporated in a sport that could 
be practiced by anyone. In the 
late nineteenth he had developed 
what is known tonday as Judo. 
The school which he founded, 
(the Kodokan), is still the lead- 
ing centre of Judo to-day. 

The basic idea of Judo is the 
principle of "Ju" or gentleness. 
This can best be illustrated by 
the story of 'The Willow and 
the Oak''. In this story there 
,was a show storm in a forest. 
Duringtthe ■. storm,- the : brandies 
of thé'wiUow three yielded'under 
the load of snow, thus freeing 
itself of the burden. The bran- 
. ches .of the Oak held the snow 
and were crushed by its weight 
The -same prindple is used in 
modem civil engineering. The 
beams of a building are designed 
to give slightly under the loads 
thev carry. In the spoit, one 
yields to the strength' of the op- 
ponent, in such a way as to con- 
trol his movements and throw 
liim. By the efficient use of 
mind and body, one is able to 
overcome the' brute strength of 
an assailant These . ideas are 
summed up in the motto "Mini 
mum effort with Maximum effi 
dency is Mutual benefit". - - 

' The first thing one studies in 
the art of 'Judo Is the Ukemi or 
breakfalL This is the technique 
that one uses to protect oneself 
if one falls or is thrown. ThU 
is not difficult to learn, and is 
essential to know before one can 
proceed to more advanced phases 
of the sport After this, one 
can gain knowledge .of the vari- 
ous - throws, hold down tech- 
niques and -strangulations (these 
being perfectly safe if taught by 
a qualified Instructor). Injuries 
are rare. 

SPECIAL. GARB 

The special appeal worn by 
Judokas (those who practice 
r. Judo) is a Judogi and is designed

to simulate normal street dothcs. 
The top part is a jacket, ,'exeept< 
that it is jnade stronger, and'thé 
trousers. .It is not- required to 
obtahi- these immediately and 
one can start in ordinary gym 
clothes. The jacket is closed by 
a belt, the colour of which de- 
notes the rank of the wearer. 
One starts with a white belt and 
as more knowledge is-gabied the 
ellow, orange, green, blue, 
irown, and black belts are 
awarded. The black belt denotes 
a persoq qualified .to teach Judo. 

BEGINNERS SOUGHT 

At McGill University, the sport 
is pracUced by the McGill Uni- 
versity Judo Club which operates 
witttin the Athletics Department 
The dub. tus been fortunate in 
havhig;;aa. its coach Mr. Fred 
Okimurk" (3rd degree black- 
belt) and holds practices every 
Monday and Wednesday at 6.00 
pm In the B.W.F. room of the 
Gym. Last year the club fielded 
a team for the Quebec Annual 
Judo Tournament and hpsted the 
first Inter-University Judo tour- 
nament in February. The club 
also has a beginners' . dass in 
which one- can .start with the 
basic' fundamehtals, and - learn 
the various techniques. This year, 
in addition to the- competitions, 
the club is cooperating - in a 
limited - program under the re- 
quired sports , program. Regis- 



tration for beginners is on Wed- 
nesday October 12, in the B.W.F. 
room at 6.00 pm. Beginners who 
are freshmen will receive special 
instruction during the Required 
Sports periods and should regis- 
ter in both programs.
